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Henry Arthur Jones On American 
Drama 


The English dramatist, Hienry 
Arthur Jones, has some very peculiar 
ideas about the American drama. Our 
plays, according to Mr. Jones, lack 
subtlety in their interpretation by the 
American actor, and, for the most 
part, the big successes now running 
in this country are pictures of quite 
modern New York life written in 
slang, he thinks. During a recent in- 
terview Mr. Jones clearly explained 
his view of the American drama when 
he said: 

“During the last season I saw a 
number of American plays. Those of 
most interest were chiefly pictures of 
quite modern New York life written 
in the latest American slang. They 
were, for the most part, crude and raw, 
but had an element of life in them. 
They were very well acted in a visor- 


ous, straighiforward way witout 
much attempt at subtlety. Of course, 
American attempts at literary drama 
are at present scarcely to he con- 
sidered. The plays that Belasco pro- 
duces are miracles of realistic stage 


mansugement, and they are always in- 


teresting. You will never spend a dull 
evening with a play that Belasco pro- 
duces. It seems almost a pity that 


the stage management ts so good and 
the acting so natural, because it tends 


to distract you from making any very 
keen analysis of the play. Belasco's 
work is very remarkable and it is a 
great pity that such work as he is do- 
ing in the American theater is, per- 
haps, doomed to perish with him, for 
the reason that the plays he produces 
can scarcely be considered as pleces 
of literature and, therefore, cannot 
provide models and guides for the 


forthcoming generation of the Ameri- 
ean playwright.”

what might be called mechanical tech- 
nique, as distinguisht from finesse or 
delicate shading. He admits the su- 
premacy of America in realistic stage 
management, but makes a criticism 
so comprehensively British that were 
he a person of lesser dramatic stature 
an imputation of envy might be made.

“With due deference to Mr. Jsnes’ 
attainments, the statement is hardlv 
to be taken at its face value. Ac- 
curate, appropriate stage setting 
makes for verisimilitude, verisimili- 
tude for more accurate comprehension 
of an author’s meaning, and that in 
turn to reflection on a play's real 
meaning. The path is direct. Granted 
that the literary drama, in which 
Mr. Jones justly asserts the superior- 
itv of the English does not require 
elaborate scenery. The development 


of the plot is in the minds of the char- 
acters as perceived by the spectstcr. 
It would hinder and not help percep- 
tion to have such a play elaborateiv 
mounted. But Mr. Jones, by his broad 
generalization, includes in sweeping 
condemnation all plays staged in the 
manner associated with David Belasco 
plays, in which scenic environment is 
an important factor of development. 
They are not the dramatic form which 
Mr. Jones approves or uses, but they 
may be meritorious, nevertheless.”

Shakespeare, Thd Stranger 


There was a time, hot far distant, 
when the poetic dratha occupied, or 
seemed to occupy, a nigh greater share 
of public attention than it does now. Of 
course, the poetic drama means Shakes- 
peare and little else where English is 
the language. There are now but two 
really good actors giving their entire 
mind and art to Shakespearean tragedy 
in America—Robert Mantell and E. H. 
Sothern. 

Upon Mr. Mantell’s appearance in this 
country, in 1878, Booth, Barrett and Mc- 
Cullough were all on the stage. As they 
departed, the men who had been leaders 
in their support, essayed with varying 
success to take their places. Among 
these were Thomas W. Keene, Frederick 
Ward, Louis James and others, all play- 
ing Shakespeare at the same time. One 
by one, they dropped out and others 
stepped in, but did not stay. Charles 
Hanford, resting his claims upon his 
great success as Mark gAntony, was one 
of these. Otis Skinnergalso essayed the 
role of tragedian. ’ 

This situation, in which America has 
but two professed tragedians is not the 
result of a dearth of actors who can ac- 
quit themselves creditably in tragedy. 
The period of Keene, Ward and James 
can be matched or bettered today. Be- 
sides Mr. Mantell and Mr. Sothern, we 
have Mr. Skinner and Mr. Faversham, 
who are at least the equals of the men 
in that trio in the very roles they played. 
Among the women, memory fails to re- 
call a single actress now playing, except 
Julia Marlowe, who rests any consider- 
able part of her reputation upon ability 
in Shakespearean plays. 

Still we are not inclined to believe 
that there is any real falling off in the 
interest in Shakespeare. In other days 
the public was not educated to the poing 
where it demanded an adequate actor i 
every part. The star sufficed, and any 
thing in the way of scenery and cos- 
tumes would answer, except in the high- 
priced houses in the larger cities. It 
may be that the people are not seeing 
as much of Shakespeare as they did for- 
merly, but when they see his plays they 
see them more adequately presented than 
at any time since the departure of the 
giants of the period which ended about 
thirty years ago.

PER CAPITA TAX > 


Paid to A. F. of L. By White 
Rats May Be Greatly 
Increased 


New York, Jan. 18 (Special to The Billboard). 
—At the investigation heid last week by the 
American Federation of Labor into the affairs of 
the White Rats, it is said that one of the 
disgruntied former members of the latter or- 
ganization brought out the fact that the White 
Rats have not been paying the right per capita 
tax into the coffers of the American Federation. 

According to the report, the White Kats’ 
Actors’ Union is listed in the Federation as 
an international society and on that basis has 
been paying a per capita tax of two-thirds 
of a cent monthly. According to the laws of 
the A. F. of L., an international society is 
one which maintains branches in several coun- 
tries, 


In the event that the American Federation 
decides not to let the White Rats continue as 
an international union, it will mean a decided 
difference in the total amount paid by the 
actors’ society for affiliation with the Federation. 
Under the present system the Rats are paying 
something under a thousand dollars yearly, while 
under a new ruling they may be compelled to 
pay at least ten times that amount. 

It has been announct by Hugh Frayne, secre- 
tary of the A, F. of L., that there will be no 
immediate decision made in the White Rat in- 
ternal troubles. 

Cramp and Company, the general contractors 
for the new White Rat home, have petitioned 
the Supreme Court to vacate the mechanic's lien 
on the building placed there in September, at 
the instigation of Thomas Galligan, Inc. The 
amount askt by the Galligan concern Is two 
hundred and twenty-five dollars and the Cramp 
people express a willingness to put up a bond to 
cover any judgment that the suing concern might 
obtain.

MANAGER JAMES B. DELCHER DEAD.

From Savannah be went 
to New York, and for more than 20 years after- 
wards was indentified with the stage as manager 
of traveling companies and of theaters. After 
several vears of road business he leased the 
famous Casino at Asbury Park and conducted 
it for several years. In 1909 he leased the Dnval 
Theater here, and in this time had seen the 
honse grow ont of the one-night-stand class, 
Mr. Delcher was held in high esteem in the 
business and professional world. and by his as- 
soclates was known to be generous and fair in 
his dealings.

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FAMOUS PLAYERS 


Win Legal Battle and Secure 
Restraining Order 
Against Selig 


New York, Jan. 18 (Special to The Billboard). 
—A sweeping legal victory wag won by the Fa- 
mous Vlayers Film Company this week when the 
Supreme Court on Monday directed au injunction 
against tbe General Film Company restraining 
the Selig Polyscope Co. from selling, renting 
or exhibiting its production of Monte Cristo, on 
the ground that it was a direct infringemert 
on the copyright version of the play owned ex- 
clusivly by James O'Neill, the film production 
of which is controlled by the Famous Players 
Film Co, 

The case was argued several weeks prior to 
the rendering of the decision. ‘The court held 
that the Selig production had closely imitated 
Mr. O'Neill's copyright version of the play and 
had reproduced the scenes aud action bodily. 

The decision has a far-reaching effect in that 
it establishes a legal precedent that indicates 
the copyright status of a dramatic preduction 
in its relatiunship to the motion picture, a ques- 
tion which has heretofore been entirely equivo- 
cal, and places the motion picture in a definite 
and distinct position as a dramatie production. 

The decision eliminates the assumption preva- 
lent in the film circles that a manufacturer bad 
an ethical and legal right to produce in motion 
pictures a work which bad been copyrighted in 
play or book form, as long as the film production 
departed from the coypright version in such 
scenes or details of action upon which the copy- 
right may bave been based, but reproducing tle 
werk in essence and gpirit without any visible 
hindrance. By the text and spirit of the present 


decision, legal authority is adVanced which 
grants a popular novel or play complete copy- 
right protection as respects the work in its ep 


tirety and automatically prohibits the film pro 
duction based upon the theme in question or the 
original from which it may be derived, to so 
close a detail as the title of the work. 

‘this comprehensiv decision is practical, feas:- 
ble and generally convenient. It denotes an ab- 
solute judgment whereby film*manufacturers cap 
know without question or doubt what subjects 
are available for production and what are pro- 
hibited. It furthermore removes all tempta- 
tion from manufacturers to produce a motion 
picture of a copyrighted play or book on the hol- 
low suppositicus chance of avoiding such parts 
of the original as are covered by copyright... In 
such cases where the title of a standard 
is its most valuable asset the possibility of its 
being assumed for film production without legal 
and adequate arrangement, is wholly eliminated. 

This fase of the court’s decision is particularly 
pleasing to the Famous Players Film Co. as the 
famous plays which it has arranged to produce 
will by the terms of this drastic ruling be fully 
protected from even fractional imitation and 
semi-adaptation. 

The concensus of opinion in film circles tends 
to signify that the ruling of the court is wholly 
just and equitable and that it throws consid 
erable light on the hitherto complex and con- 
fusing copyright question, and it is considered 
that the decision will berald a more barmonious 
co-relationship between film manufacturers and 
such other kindred elements associated with 
their industry. It is the popular opinion that 
the Selig Company. the defeated defendant in 
the issue which introduced this striking de- 
cision, should welcome it inasmuch as it es- 
tablisbes a practical guidance which will sim- 
plify and standardize the coypright question, 

When seen at his office regarding the vic- 
tery of this company, Mr. Zukor, the president 
of the Famous Players Film Company said: ‘‘f 
believe our victory is a general one. The 
ecourt’s decision dispenses with a recurrent and 
annoying question. The copyright department's 
authority, as every one in the industry bas some 
time or other experienced. has always seemed 
an uncertain guide in the selection of eligible 
subjects. On the strength of this decision and 
by the precedent which it establishes, it will be 
a simple and convenient thing to avoid sucb 
works as are not In themselves copyrighted, but 
from which a copyrighted stage or picture ver- 
sion has been derived. I am very pleased that 
the motion picture industry has been aided by 
such a generally beneficial precedent as has beeu 
‘stablisht in this decision.”’ 

Judge Coxe, of the United States Circuit Court, 
also granted an injunction against the stage 
exhibition of Monte Cristo, holding Mr. O’ Neill 
exclusiv owner of the stage production.

O'Neill were represented by Messrs. Dittenhoef- 
fer. Gerber & James, of 96 Broadway, New 
York City.

lt is a secret f.om po one that part of the 
pay of the Comedie-Francaise artist is the honor 
of belinging to the famous company. Every 
now and then seme actor, or actress, Comes alung 
and gets it into bis or her head that ‘‘honor”’ 
doesn't pay the house rent or settle up with the 
butcher, and moves along to some other theater, 
where honor perhaps isn’t too thick, but the 
pay envelope a heap sight heavier. Mme. Geniat 
may be one of these.

It is a secret f.om no one that part of the 
pay of the Comedie-Francaise artist is the honor 
of belcnging to the famous company. Every 
now and then some actor, or actress, comes alvng 
and gets it into his or her head that ‘‘honor’’ 
doesn't pay the house rent or settle up with the 
butcher, and moves along to some other theater, 
where honor perbaps isn’t too thick, but the 
pay envelope a heap sight heavier. Mme. Geniat 
may be one of these. 

WHO GETS ‘EM. 

Speaking of the Comedie-Francaise, Le Bargys, 
lavedan, et. al., theatrical folk are wondering 
who will get the plays withdrawn from the 
Comedie-Francaise by Henri Lavedan.
